Subject,— Licensing conditions pertaining to French Special Credit /dr Fast 
Breeder Test Reactor Project of the Department of Atomic Energy, 
1972-73. 

No. 9-Il'C(PN)/73.—The condition governing the issuance of Import licences 
pertaining to French Special Credit for Fast Breeder Test Reactor Project of the 
Department of Atomic Energy, 1972-73 as given in Appendix to this Public 
Notice are notified for the information of the trade. 

APPENDIX 

PREAMBLE.—-This Special Credit of the value of FF 35.00 million has been 
given for the requirement of the Department of Atomic Energy for its Fast 
Breeder Test Poactor Pro.iecl, the total foreign exchange cost of which Is esti¬ 
mated at FF 55.00 million. The balance of FF 20,00 million will be imputed 
against the normal annual French Credit (Project portion), 

1. Import Licence- —One h.iport licence on CIF basis will be issued for 
the whole amount, of FF 35.00 railli()h, except the amount to be utilised under 
the French Suppliers’ Credit, vide, para 2 below. The licence will be valid for 
placement of order for 3 years. It may be revalidated, if so requested, for a 
very limited time on the basis of justification that has to be forwarded by the 
project authorities. 


( lOi ) 
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2. Orcierlnsr.—Orders may be placed on the French suppliers on the basis 
of jirni prices according ru the requirements of the project within tlie validity 
period oi the import licence referred to in para 1 above. 

Under the Credit Agreement, Government of India have the option to substi¬ 
tute Duyers' Credit by Suppliers’ Credit if such a course is found to be more 
beneficial. It nas, tliereiore, been considered necessary tnat Department of 
Atomic Unergy should invite quotations from French aupphers tor supply of 
equipment on credit terms mentioned below: Down payment upto 6 per cent 
01 tile contract value; repayment of the balance over a period of Hi years com¬ 
mencing' six montlis alter tne completion ot the shipments and interest rate of 
6 per cent, per annum, flee of Indian income lax, inclusive of linancing charges 
if any. The Department of Atomic energy .siiouid also invite quotations on tne 
basis of payment terms, indicated in para 6 below. On the basis of this data, 
Government of India will decide the mode of tlnancing the import,s, and advise 
tlie importer on the mode ha may adopt. In the event of electing for Suppliers’ 
Credit, licensing conditions pertaining to such credit arrangement will be issued 
separaleiy. 

,'i. Terms of Contracts.— A contract should be placed in French Francs on a 
C & F basis and should clearly indicate i’OB price and Freight of the contract 
value separately for each element- The insurance wlU be taken out with any 
Indian Insurance Company and tlie payment for insuranda will be made cnly 
in rupees, Tlie ocean ireight can be covered under fYench Credit only if tbs 
good.s have dean shipped on a i'reiicli Hag vessel. The value of import should be 
lockoiied at present at the Central rate of one French l'ranc=fls. i,422. 

The above rate of exchange is, however, subject to revision if and when the 
IMF lixes a dillhrent parity between the Indian Rupee and French Franc. 

4, Origin of goods.—The goods should be of French origin unless a part 
thereol is permuted by the rfench authorities to be of non-r'rcnch origin. A 
stipulation as to the origin of goods should be invariably incorporated to the 
contracts entered into with the French Suppliers and wherever necessary a 
letter evidencing approval ot the French authorities to the third country im¬ 
ports should accompany the contract. However, if considered necessary, goods 
can be permitted to be shipped from non-French ports. If such a course of 
Action is considered advisaole the reasons therefor should be ciearjy explained 
while forwarding the contracts to- the Department of Economic Affairs lor approval. 

5, Payment terms.—.(i) Advance Paynients ,—An advance paymeriL of S 
per cent of the price of the supplies can be provided at the time of the contract 
coming into etbact, unless any 'other terms are settled between the buyers and the 
sellers, in accordance with ihe normal International commercial practice in this 
mallei', for the particular type of j;lhjUs concerned. 

However, where- an amount higher than 5 per cent is to be provided for pay¬ 
ment as an advance, priih- approval of the Department of Economic Affairs shoUid 
be obtain-sd, with full Justiiicaliou, before any commitments are made. 

(ii) Other paynients .—Apart from the amount of down payment, it is per- 
mi.ssible to pay the balance amount at the time of last shipment of equipment 
under the contract, or at the time ot completion of erection^ or on commission¬ 
ing of the plant, or pro rata according to the value of goods covered by each 
shipment, on the basis of the shipping schedule. 

6, Condition to be .stipuluted In the contract.—The contract should suitably 
incorporate the terms and caTiditlon.s set out below, apart from those considered 
necessary by the contracting parbes, to make it eligible for being financed under 
the Trench Credit:—- 

(I) That th,j contract is subject to the approval of the Indian and French 

authorities for financing under the French Credit in terms ot the 
Indo-French Financial Protocoli according to which the French 
Credit would be a cembination of a French Treasury loan and a . 
Buyer’s Credit. Each contract will be financed to the extent of 45 per 
cent from the Ticasury Loan and .15 per cent from the Buyers’ Credit 
or Bank Credit, 

(II) That the supplier.s, or their banks will be paid from the French Treasury 

loan upto the first 45 per cent of the value of the contract and for 
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the remaining ?5 per cent, payment to them will be made from the 
Buyer’s Credit, in accordance v/ith condition 12, below. 

(iii) That the suppliers should present the payment documents in quadrup¬ 

licate, ithis may be increased if the imnorter needs more than one set 
to the Banque National de Paris. 16, Boulevard Des Italians Paris 
or the Banque Francaire du Commerce Exterieur, 21, Boulevard 
Hussaman, Paris (se me), as the case may be. which will arrange 
for making the necessary payment itself, or' through any other 
agency in France. The presentation of payment documents by 
the Franch suppliers should be prescribed in each contract. An 
illustrative list of the documents is given in the Annexure I. 

(iv) That the contract value is broken down into FOB cost and Freight 

elements, separately. 

(v) That the terms of payment, e.g. amount payable on the contract becom¬ 

ing effective, and that payable against ’ ■ ■ ' ' • ’ ‘ ■ of pro¬ 
ject etc., are set out in precise terms, ■. ■ , ■ . , . r : :-le sche¬ 

dule of deliveries/payments. 

T- Customary Guarantee,—^The importer may arrange for obtaining any 
customary guarantee (s) which may be necessary for safeguarding his interest. 

8. Submission of Contract Documents.—Within 20 days of the placing or 
orders, the imnorter should sera a letter accompanied by the following docu¬ 
ments to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic AfC.airs (WEI) 
Section), North Block, New Delhi. 

(i) Tpt). certiOed conies of the contract and any further ^’mend■'n.ent(s^ dulv 
executed in English langua"e and signed bv both the Indian importer 
and the French supplier. The order placed by the importer will not 
construed to cor'^titute a contract without its acceptance bv the 
French suppliers. Where the Suppliers’ acceptance letter is in 
’^rer h anH Erg]; h translation of the letter should be provided. 
In c.rse, where a contract has not been executed, as a single 
domr ipnt, 10 cEr+iOpd conies of hnthmthe importer’s order and sunpli- 
ers’ acceptance thereof, alongwitb amendmentfs), if any, should be 
ov'-hangrd ’between the imnorter and the ennplier, a consoli¬ 
dated contract sheuid b'.» entered into in substitution. The contract 
can ' e nrocessec] rmly if all the documents are complete, alongwitb 
those p'.ipulated belov/.

14. llemittances of Bank Charges.—Within a week of receiving the 
intimation about bank charges, vide condition 13 supra from the Banque Nationale 
de Paris, or the Banque Francaise du Commerce Exterieurs, as the casg may he, 
the remittances of Bank charges and equivalent rupee deposit will be arranged 
by the Controller of Aid Aceount.s, Department of Economic Affairs, by debit to 
the authority concerned. For this purpose the project authorities should intimate 
the charges promptly to the Controller of Aid Accounts. 


15. Time limit for cflccllng rupee deposits—On receipt of the documents, 
mentioned in condition 13 supra, the department of Atomic Energy will ensure 
that its Accounts Officer promirtly accept the debits, as and when raised by 
AGCR, on the basis of advice issued by the Ministry of Finance.
